Extract from the regulations issued
by the Departmemnt February 13,
1912 (Mireuwlar No, 208):

(11) After the establishment of res-
idenoe the entryman is permitted to
be absent from the lund for one con-
tinuons peniod of not more than five
months i each yoar following, pro-
viddl thst upon absenting himself
for such period he has filed in the
local land office notice of the be-
ginning of such intended absenve.
He must also file notice with the
local land office upon his return to|
the land following such period of ab- |
sence

112) In according such extended
periods of absence the Congress has
dealt liberally with the homestead
entrymun, and bona flde continudus
resldence during the remaining por-
tiong of the three-year period must
be clearly shown.

(13) A secomd period of absence
immediately following the first per-
jod, even though the two periods
oocur i different years, reckoned
from the date of the establishment
of actual residence, will not be rec-
ognized, as it was never contemplat-
ed that an absepce was permisaible
In excess of six months In view of
the specific provisions for contest
provided for In section 2187 of the
Revised Statutes, There should be
ul least some substantial period of
actual continuous residence upon
the land separating the perdods of
absence accorded under the statule.
Only those protracied absences with
respect "0 which notice has been
given as required by the statute
wili be respected either in case of
contest or on final proof.
